MEN'S  BASKETBALL 

The  Assumption  College  men’s  basketball  team  finished  the  season  at  7- 
19  overall  and  5-16  in  Northeast-10  Conference  play.  The  team  was  set 
back  by  injuries  this  season  as  1 1  different  players  started  at  least  two 

games  for  the  Hounds. 

Junior  captain  Jimmy  Zenevitch  led  the  starters  with  13.4  points  and  6.6 
rebounds  per  game.  A  one-time  Worcester  Area  College  Basketball 
Association  (WACBA)  Player  of  the  Week,  Zenevitch  was  also  a  one-time 
Northeast-10  Player  of  the  Week  after  averaging  29.5  points  in  a  2-0 
week.  Highlighting  his  season  was  a  career-high  34-point  effort  to  go  along 
with  1 0  rebounds  in  a  comeback  win  over  Merrimack  for  his  fourth  double¬ 
double  of  the  season.  Freshman  guard  Marcus  Murray,  a  four-time 
Northeast-10  and  five-time  WACBA  Rookie  of  the  Week,  averaged  double 
figures  with  13  points  per  game  and  was  named  to  the  league’s  All-Rookie 
Team.  Murray  also  led  the  team  with  four  assists  per  game  and  posted  16 
double-digit  scoring  games.  Zenevitch  had  15  double-digit  scoring  games 
and  led  the  team  in  double-doubles  as  well. 

As  a  team,  the  Hounds  ranked  second  in  the  Northeast-10  with  a  +5.2 
rebounding  margin  and  led  the  league  in  offensive  rebounds  per  game  at

The  Assumption  College  women’s  basketball  team  finished  the 
Northeast-10  regular  season  with  a  17-9  record  and  advanced  to  the 
Northeast-1 0  Tournament  semifinals  for  the  second  straight  season.  The 
Hounds  also  earned  the  program’s  sixth  NCAA  Tournament  berth  and 
second  straight  as  the  team  was  the  No.  6  seed.  Overall,  Assumption  has 
appeared  in  the  NCAA  Tournament  in  three  of  the  last  four  years  and 
finished  the  season  at  18-1 1  after  a  loss  in  the  opening  round  of  the 
NCAA  East  Regional. Senior  guard  Shannon  Ray  earned  Northeast-10 
Second  Team  All-Conference  honors  after  leading  the  team  with  13.7 
points  per  game.  In  addition,  she  was  also  a  Capital  One/CoSIDA 
Academic  All-District  honoree  for  the  first  time  in  her  career.  Senior 
Tafanie  Roye  also  averaged  in  double  figures  at  10.3  points  per  game, 
while  senior  captain  Jamie  Insel  was  the  team’s  leading  rebounder  with 
8.7  per  contest.  The  roster  featured  seven  freshmen  to  go  along  with

The  Assumption  College  swimming  and  diving  team,  in  just  its  seventh  year  of  existence, 
made  history  as  the  Hounds  captured  the  program’s  first-ever  Northeast-10  Conference 
Championship  with  a  134-point  victory  over  1 1 -time  defending  champion  Southern 
Connecticut  State  University.  The  team  has  been  nationally-ranked  for  much  of  the  season 
and  was  as  high  as  No.  1 1  in  the  Endless  Pools/collegeswimming. com  Division  II  National 
Poll.  At  season’s  end,  freshman  Elizabeth  Gajewski  was  named  as  the  Northeast-10  Rookie 
of  the  Year,  while  head  coach  Stuart  Cromarty  was  tabbed  as  the  league’s  Coach  of  the 
Year.  At  the  Northeast-10  Championship,  the  Hounds  captured  six  individual  titles  and  three 
relays  to  pull  away  for  the  win.  Leading  the  way  was  senior  Monique  Haney  with  three 
individual  titles  in  the  400  IM,  500  free  and  the  200  fly.  Haney  defended  her  2013  crowns  in 
the  500  free  and  200  fly  and  ends  her  Assumption  career  with  five  Northeast-10  Conference 
individual  championships.  Junior  Katherine  Medeiros  won  the  100  free  in  53.89  to  pick  up  her 
first  career  Northeast-10  title.  The  freshman  class  performed  well  at  the  championship  as  well 
with  rookies  Gajewski  and  Rachel  Lanam  picked  up  individual  titles.

Some  groups  participate  in  a  Habitat  for  Humanity  mission  to  provide  families  with  affordable  housing,  some 
work  at  soup  kitchens  and  homeless  shelters,  and  others  exercise  a  ministry  of  presence  and  spend  time,  one  on  one, 
with  individuals  in  need.  SEND  trips  inspire  students  to  spread  the  awareness  of  different  social  issues,  work  to  change 
the  lives  of  others  through  service,  and  to  live  out  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.
